There was nothing indecisive in the reaction 
of Lincoln voters to the em ployes’ pension prog ram 
subm itted by M ayor Lloyd M arti and his council 
colleag ues. 


It was snowed under in an avalanche of votes 
to lose by a m arg in of m ore than 5,000. Any num ­ 
ber of reasons m ay be assig ned for its defeat, but 
above all was the unm istakable fact that the re ­ 
tirem ent prog ram had to face an unfriendly a t­ 
m osphere of criticism of spending , of hig h taxes, 
of opposition beyond local issues, to eng ulf the 
proposal reg ardless of w hat its m erits or dem erits 
m ig ht have been. 
The neg ative pencil w as w ork­ 
ing overtim e all along the line. 


M ayor M arti was to some extent responsible. 
AnoÜier zealous cam paig n, upon w hich he had 
em barked earlier, had left voters confused as to 
w'hat the ultim ate pension burdens would be. 
We take it th at the m ayor, the council and the 
« Ity employes themselves do not care to quarrel 
with a popular m andate. 
The people have spoken, 
and have spoken em phatically. 
T hat is final in a 
dem ocratic g overnm ent.

P resident F ranklin D. Roosevelt em erg ed from 
the presidential cam paig n w ith the m ost im pres­ 
sive decisive victory. 
The old A m erican tradition that no challeng er 
ever has unseated a president in tim e of w ar was 
confirm ed overw helm ing ly Tuesday by a flood of 
ballots. 
W hen this was w ritten In m id-m orning 
W ednesday, there was the hint that Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s trium ph would be g reater than in 19 48 , and 
that his electoral vote would run well above 4tO 
for undisputed title to a fourth term . 
His sweep 
throug h all ttie territory from the A tlantic to the 
Pacific was such as to g ive him a much tirm er 
g rasp upon both branches of cong ress— Including 
the treaty ratifying senate— and to elect dém o­ 
cratie g overnors In states w here republicans pre­ 
viously had been in power.

Thus, A m erica spoke in clear, articulate and 
understandable term s.' There are the reflections 
of this election in other lands across the seas. 
Beyond the shores of America in all foreig n 
lands there w as the unm istakable outline for its 
exam ple and inspiration—of a free people, par- 
tlcipating in a free electio n-co ntribu ting to the 
thoug hts of hundreds of millions, som ething wnicn 
Is m ajestic and aw e-inspiring .

Mr. D avies’ report to Stilw ell 
is even m ore detailed and reveal­ 
ing . 
Slilw ell’s troubles in China 
w ere chiefly responsible for his 
recall, but the situation in India 
w as considered larg ely responsi­ 
ble for his failure to m ake pro­ 
g ress in Burm a. 
Davies did not paint a very 
happy picture. 
His official re ­ 
port said: 
“Unless steps are soon 
taken to provide for a prom pt and 
orderly relinquishm ent of B ritish' 
rule in favor of an Indian na­ 
tional g overnm ent, we run the 
risk of facing in our tim e chaos 
in India, w hich m ay provide the 
fuel for another g reat w ar.” 
Report Criticises British. 
It is now known that G eneral 
Stilw ell had a lot of squabbles 
w ith Lord M ountbattcn, but the 
real story of his troubles because 
of the Indian political set-up has 
only been hinted at. 
Davies, re­ 
porting on this, said: 
“The underlying unrest, hatred 
of the British and sym pathy for 
the enem y are productive of the 
m ost unsatisfactory situation from 
the m ilitary point of view. Bad as 
these conditions are, they are no 
worse than, if as bad as, those 
w hich confronted 
the 
Japanese 
arm y in M anchuria when, using 
“M anchukuo” as a base, it car­ 
ried on operations ag ainst north 
China. 
“India is a 
problem,** 
Davies 
continued, “which no long er can 
be ig nored by us and other m em ­ 
bers of the united nations. 
“The British, of course, protest 
ag ainst any sug g estion that they 
deliberately seek to use any one 
faction or com m unity ag ainst the 
other.
